122 not try my Readers Patience, with a long and 
Tedious Repetition, of the many and various Opi- 
nions, Numerous Appellations, original Climes, &+e:bat 
the Ancients, as well as Moderns, by their Indefatigable* 
Study and Learned Lucubrations, have made on the firſt 
Riſe, Nature and cauſe of this Diſzaſe; which when 
known, would be of no Uſe or Advantage, nor make 
the Patient either wiſer or better in his Cure. THhall 
therefore, with all the brevity and perſpicuity Imagina- 
ble, Lay before the Reader what ſhall be moſt neceſfuy 
for the perfectly underſtanding his own Caſe, and the 
more Effectually and Expeditiouſly Curing himſelf; and 
therefore I conceive, it will be ſufficient, to take no- 
tice of the common Means, Concomitants, Accidents, 
and various Circumſtances, wherewith this Diſeaſe is 
generally attended. 

The Names by which it is commonly known are, Lues 
Venerea,the Venereal or Secret Diſeaſe; which is Occaſion- 
ed (tho' not always) by a promiſcuous Mixture of Dif- 
ferent Company, and contrary Species of Seeds in One, 
and the ſame Woman, through the Activity of Spirits 
and the Volatile Salrs with which: the different” Seeds 
abound ; does ſo rarifie and ferment in the Womb, as 
to produce a change of Figure, Texture and Cohzfion of 
the Parts ; from whence it becomes a Corrupt Body and 
Acid. Corruption according to the common acceptation 
| is derived from the Latin Word Corrumpo, quaſi, à Con 
e Rumpo, is nothing elſe but a breaking of the Shape, 

Figure, Texture and Cohæſion of the Parts, which are 
Globular, Smooth, and Flat, in all found Bodies; but 
by change, they become Rugged, Sharp Pointed, Ragged 
and Shattered. Fermentation is a rare Faction excited and 
Acted by the Heat and Air, penetrating into the Pore; 
of the Texture, figure and Cohæſion of broken Mixed 
corrupt Bodies, Rarifying the Volatile Salts therein, 
it ſets the Sulphurious and Or particles into Motion, =

ſo occaſions a Fermentation, and then a ſtinking Putrifacti- 
on, and as all Bodies are more or leſs ſuch, as their Corrup- 
tion is from more or Jeſs perte& things, it's no Wonder 
then that (from the Corruption of a Matter fo retined 
and pure as humane Seed 1s) the very worſt of all Diſtem- 
ers ihou d proceed. | 

There are ſeveral other ways (which many from Woful 
Experience can atteſt) by which the Malign penetra- 
tive particles of this Infection, may be tranſmitted from 
any part of an ince&ed Perſon, into the Cuticular Pores 
of any part of a ſound Body; for no ſooner tis through 
theſe Pores, than it meets with ſome cf the Fluids of 
the Body, which Viciates, and by further fermentation, 
converts into a Virus of its awn Nature. 

But that every Perſon, may be fully Satisfied here- 
in, how and by what means Perſons do ſo often be- 
come Infected with this Dz/eaſe I ſhall hereto Subjoyne 
a particular Account of ſome other Occaſions of this 


Infection. 


Altho' more Perſons do receive this Infection by the 


Venereal Injoyment of an infected Companion, than 
by all other ways whatſoever ; yet dear bought Experi- 
ence to many, tells us that its often got by a luſtful Dal- 
liance with the Obſcene Parts of an infected Woman, 
and a Man may give it to a ſound Woman (if he has 
a Violent Gonorrhea, Sbankers, &c. although he has 
not enter d her Body. 

This may alſo. be receiv d by Laſciviouſly Kiſſing any 
one, who has Venereal Ulcers or Sores in his or her Mouth 
or Throat; as alſo by lying in the ſame Bed for any Con- 
fiderable time with any Perſon (tho' of the ſame Sex) 
that has the Venergal Diſeaſe in a high degree; will com- 
municate the Infection to a found Perſon, ſo likewiſe 
will any Garment worn by a Perſon ſcverely Poxt, give 
it to a ſound Perſon, which by its infectious Effluvia's 
enters moſt parts of the Body, and fixes in the Miliary 
Glands ; and occafions unuſual Itchings, Tinglings, and 
little breakings out in the Skin, not ſoon to be Cured. 
A great many Infants bring this Diſeaſe with them 
into the World ; their Parents being Poxt, and although 
at their Birth they may be ſeemingly Clean and Sound, 
yet they will ſoon diſcover their Diſeaſe by unuſual 
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$ it has Entered or touch d; ſo as to cauſe a tenderneſs,

CHAP. IL 
Of the Third different Gradations of the Secret Diſezſe. 


Grad. 1/t. 1 Conjuntion of the two contrary 
Species, Man and Woman, whoſe Coi- 


tion is not improperly ſaid to be Vicious and Impure 


when either of them firſt Infected, communicates to the 


other, the Malignity of the Diftemper, by the very 
Action; the Parts at that time being turgid, dilated, 
and diſtended, with vigorous Blood and Animal Spirits, 
by which their Pores are more than uſually open'd ; and 


the Air within the Tube or Urinary Paſſage is ſo rarifyed, 


that no ſooner the Seed is Ejected, and the Air that re- 
mained in the Urethra, thrown out, but Immediately 
through the weight and Elaſticity of the External Air 
i: ruthes in again, Loaded with Venereal Steams, and, 
Enters into all the Cavitys of the Parts of both. The 
Corrupted Matter being thus inwardly received, in 2 
ſhort time (like all other Corroſives whoſe Particles are 


Sharp, pointed and Ragged) it ſo frets, corrodes, cor- 
rupts, exulcerates and excoriates whatever Parts or Pores 
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WA. 3 
eat, redneſs, Itching, Inflamation, with Superficial lit- 
e Puſtules, Weals, - Bliſters, and ſmall Ulcers ; which 


Occaſions that inſupportable Pain commonly (tho' moſt 


Improperly) called heat of Lyine; The Urine being 
no hottor then, than at other times, but the Paſſage 
being full of thoſe little Bliſters and Ulcers, becomes 
Raw and Sore, and of conſequence is fretted by the Acid, 
and Saline Nature of the Urzze, which Smarts and ſeems 
to Burn and Scald, as it goes thro'; Juſt jo will any 
Sore or Raw Place Smart if you put Urine upon it: It 
is likewiſe Attended with a gentle Running of Putrid 
Matter, that Drips and Owze away and appears like 
clammy Drops, upon Squeeſing the Parts; any Infection 
of this kind, may properly enough be called a L!mmary 
Clap, it being no other than a Superficial T//cer or a 
Jocal Injury, adhering only to the Parts firſt Infected, 
and may therefore be cured moſtly by External Ap- 
plications, and good Advice. = 
Grad. 2, The aforeſaid 'venomous corrupted Matter, 
ſtill increaſing, and creeping more and more down the 
Paſſage, it Eats in and thro the capillary ends of the 
Lacteal Veins, and Lymphatick Veſſels, Inſinuating its 
ſelf amonſt the Salabrious Juices, and throwing it ſelf 


into the Blood, corrupts the whole Maſs, upon which, 


the Body breaks out into Blotches, Bozls, and Ulcers ; 
by reaſon the parts having loſt their retentive faculty, 
it is therefore attended with a virulent Running, and 
frequently with Swellings in the Groins, and Teſticles, 


as alſo Contraction, of the Franum or Bridle in Men, 


cauſing great pain, Eſpecially when hot in Bed. Thus 
much for the Second Gradation or Degree. = 

Grad. 3. When the aforementioned Symptoms are not 
remedied, by a timely Application, for an effectual Cure; 
then the Malignity of the Diſtemper, by a longer Conti- 
nuation, ſtill Increaſes ; and the acid Humour being more 
ſubtle and penetrating, inſinuates and ſettles it ſelf into 
every Part of the Body, and by its moſt violent Acidity, 
it gnaws and eats thro' the Tendons, Nerves, Griſtles, 
and Bones, cauſing them to Putrify and Rot; And of Con- 
ſequence ſeparate from the good Part, and comes away. 


Ihhis Degree is generally attended with theſe diſmal Con- 
© Tequences, viz. A ſhortneſs and ſtinking of Breath, hot

Of the ſeveral Symptoms whereby this Diſeaſe does uſually 
| diſcover it ſelf. 


S there is a real Diſtinction, (obvious even to the 
meaneſt Capacity's) in the Lineaments, Features, 
and compoſure of every Face whereby they may be di- 
ſtinguiſhed one from another. So the Humours and 
Conſtitutions of their Bo.lies*are as Various, and its 
Symptoms as Multifarious ; it would prove an endleſs 
Task, to give a particular Enumeration, of the different 
and innumerable Symptoms, by which, this Diſeaſe firſt 
diſcovers it ſelf, upon the Bodies of Men, and Women : 

I hall only at preſent, take Notice of theſe more obvious 
and common Symptoms ; from whence, Iam fatisfiedany 
Perſon may diſcern whether they are Infected or not, 
Ik the Perſon injured, has got it by Coition, then it 
uſually diſcovers it ſelf, in a few Days, at moſt in a Week's 
time, by an unuſua], tho' ſlight Pain, and rouling of the

In ſome, it commences with a vehement, and inſup- 
portable Pain of the Head, as alſo extream Pains 7 the 
b 1 "I 3 a rms 
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Arms, Shin-bones, and Shoulders, Sc. and that for a 
conſiderable Time before it diſplays it ſelf any other way. 
In ſome Perſons, where the Infection has been more 
malignant, it comes with a virulent Running of the 
Reins, or in the Secret Parts, with an extream Heat, and 
ſealding of Urine, c. 

In others, it begins with a Stiffneſs and Pains in the 
Joynts, and Limbs, attended with a Soreneſs in the Eyes, 
and a great Weakneſs. 

In many Perſons, after a ſhort time Running, one or 
both the Teſticles are Swelled and Painful, and then the 
Running commonly ceaſes, by reaſon the corrupt Matter 
that ſhould flow away, precipitates thither, occaſions cold 
Shivering, Faintneſs, and fick Qualmes, c. but as theſe 
Fits abate, . commonly the Running return again. 

In ſome it appears with an involuntary flowing out 
of Corrupted Matter, without any pain or Uneaſineſs 


at all. „ =. 
Some Perſons take it with a Dehility in the Joints and 


Limbs, a dulneſs of the Spirits, Heavineſs, Melancholly, 
ſoreneſs in the Throat, and a great heat in the Palms of 
the Hands, Sc. 
In Women it is uſually attended with a Running, 
which they generally overlook, by taking it for the 
Whites, til! (and that ſometimes too late) they are un- 
deceiyed, by it Super-2bundance and Increaſe in quantity, 
change of Colour, attended with ſmarting and pricking 
Pains in making Water; and ſometimes an Inflamation 
and Soxeneſs, Cc. in and about the Privitys with which 
Symptoms, they are not fo. ſoon afflicted as Men, nor 
uſually. with ſo great Severity; yet are more difficult than 
Men to be Cured. And in ſome Men, as well as Wo- 
men; where their Conſtitutions are very Strong and 
Healthy, and the Infections flight; the Symptoms are fo 
very Mild, as not to be taken notice of. 
Theſe are ſome of the more uſualy Symptoms, by 
which this Diſeaſe commonly diſplays it ſelf in the be- 
ginning of the Infection; both in Men an! Women, 
but does commonly Vary, according to the difference in 
the Temperaments and Conſtitutions of each Body; or 
as the Degree of Infection, has been more or leſs Severe;

Yet, I verily believe, that Learned Prieſt could never have 
writ ſo Pointedly on that Diſtemper, which is the bane of 
all Mankind, had not he been taught it from woful Ex- 
perience : But, III leave the degraded Prieſt for a time, and 
return to our Author of the Animadverſionc. After I 
had thrown away a ſmall Time in running over the Book, 
I found my ſelf fo far diſappointed in my Expectations, by 
reaſon he had not taken Notice of any Thing that was 
Material thro' the Whole, the Major-part of it being 
ſtuffed with vain Repetitions, Tautologies, and Quota- 
tions from the Author of the Practical Scheme : There- 
fore, I deſign d to turn the Tide of my Pen from Proſe- 
cuting the Animadverſions; upon the Author's own 
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wh e Fheciſicks (as he call it) is Sold at Mr. Pratt's, Cane- 
thop, at the Augel in Cornbill; and at Mr. Bai net 5, Per- 
famer, over-againſt the Hay-Market near Fall. Mall. 

And ſince he has furniſhed me with Materials for draw- 
ing his own Protraicture to the Life from his own 
Writings, I ſhall ſet every Thing in a true Light, by firſt 
giving you an Accouut of the Birth, Education, and ſe- 
veral Advances in Learning this Author has made; 
and thence infer what extraordinary Cures are to be e. 
pected from the Preſcriptions of this our great AÆſculapi 
4s; and thall next make a few Reflections on the Author's 
S heme, and thence conclude. 

But here I muſt beg my Readers Pardon, if I can't gra- 
tifie him with ſuch a clear and ſatisfactory Account of our 
Doctor's Extract or Birth, as perhaps they may expect: Yet, 
as I am credibly informed from ſeveral of his own Coun.

But all this while, our 
Doctors propoſed Greatneſs meets with Diſappointments, 
he therefore reſolves upon a way to diſtinguiſh himſelf 
from the Mob; and thereupon commences Surgeon Bar- 
Ber; where beſides his other great Attainments, he, in a 
ſhort time, learn'd to play upon the Harp ; ſo when he 

had no Buſineſs in the Shop, (as often that fell out) it was 
his Cuſtom, to go with his Harp to the WinJows of the 
Nunnerves to Serenade thoſe veſtal Virgins, from whoſe 
liberal Hands he received more in one Day, then perhaps 
he could get in his Shop in a Week.

He even reſolves to 
leave his Native Country, his Dear Parents, and Kinſ- 
folks, and undertakes a Peregrination for the Golden Iſland 
of Britannia; In Order to which, his Equipage is made 
ready, having juſt as many Shirts as Backs, and every 
Thing elſe in Proportion, (which, I think, the Doctor 
ought to take as a favourable Providence that he had no 
more, conſidering his long and tedious Journey): So ha- 
ving bid a final Adieu to all his Acquaintances, he travels 
thro Germany, Flanders, and Holland, with many Cold 
and Hungry Belly. When he was come to Holland, ano- 
ther inſupportable Difficulty, more formidable then all 
the reſt ariſes, there being a great Gulph fixed betwixt 
our Doctor and the promiſed Land, (by ſome termed 
a Herring Pond) and how to get over it, he cannot tell! 
Upon which he ſets his pragmatical Head at work, to find + 
out a way, how he may be wafted over; he thinks, and 
thinks again all to no purpoſe, till he had almoſt made 
a diſlocation in the Pia Mater of his Brains; and there- 
by run the Hazard of loſing the little Senſes left him; 
to Swim over, he knew was ſimply Impoſſible and to pay 
for his Paſſage he knew was equally Impoſſible; yet at

III make bold to tell you roundly in your Ear, if you 
had a Specrfick, that could, Cure really and effectually, 
the above mentioned Diſtempers, viz. Gout, and Rheus 
matiſm; (inſtead of thus making your ſelf a ridiculous 
Laughing-ſtock to the World, by ſelling your Tail-Timbet 
Animadverſions, on Tanners Book at 3 d. a piece, to 
defray the - exhorbitant Demands of your Scrivener.) 
You might keep your Coach and Six, but as you can» 
not doe the one, we may very reaſonably conclude you 
know nothing of the Other. 

In the 4th Page, our Doctor ſays; "Tis likewiſe true 
that this Diſtemper may be propagated by, Lying, Drink-

ſame Sex) that has the YVenereal Diſeaſe ina high De- 
gree: So. likewiſe will any Garment worn by a Perg 
ſeverely Poxt, give it to a ſound Perſon; becauſe in both 
theſe Caſes, the Infectious Effluvia's enter moſt parts of 
the Body, and fixin: in the Miliary Glands, Occaſions 
unuſual: Itchings, Tinglines, and little breakings out 
in the Skin, &c. But that it ſhould be propagated by 
Drinking, or Sitting on the ſame Saddle or Cloſe-Rtol after 
any Infected Perſon, is both contradictory to reaſon and 
daily Experience; for were it ſo Infectious as the Doctor 
alledges, then we ſhould be in as had, if not a worſe 
Condition than our Fore-Fathers, when the Plague was 
in Landon, of which ſo many Thouſands Died. For it 
muſt be allowed, that in a great many Taverns and 
Coffee-Houſes, in and about London, that are much 
frequented by Men of Trade and Buſineſs ; amongſt all 


theſe. we may very reaſonably believe there is one or 


more Infected Perſon.; that Perſon going to the Neceſſa- 
ry-Houſe or Cloſeſtool, and after him it's ten to one 
but ſeveral-.clean Perſons goes to the ſame Place ; then 
according to his Rea they muſt be all Infected, 
they being in the ſame caſe, muſt of neceſſity comma- 
nicate it to others, and ſo ad Infinitum.
